COLOMBO, Ceylon— The largest j 
find of sapphires ever made in Coy- I 
Ion, if not in the world, is reported j 
from Pelm adulla. 
The find is In 
a paddy field of an area of about 
two acres. 
The 
sapphires 
include 
yellow 
gold, purple and blue stones vary­ 
ing in size from 20 to 700 carats. 
Borne of them , the report states, 
weigh about a half a pound and 
are marvelous in color. 
One of the 
best known Colombo dealers in pre­ 
cious stones declares the find an 
unprecedented one, but thinks the 
stones are too large. W hat dealers 
now w ant in sapphires are stones 
th at weigh between 4 and 30 carats, 
as the demand for large pendants 
is gone, as are the days when crown­ 
ed 
heads 
and 
wealthy 
collectors 
would pay high prices for a single 
stone. 
Borne of the stones found have 
been valued at about 176,000, rough 
polished. 
One sapphire, perfect in 
every respect, of excellent quality 
and color, free from flaw and cut 
perfectly, sold for $250 a carat. 
The largest finished saphire ever 
sent out of Ceylon was one sold to 
the late J. Pierpont Morgan in 1908 
This stone, said to be the largest 
in the world, was found at Kuru- 
w ita Morale near Ratnajrora in 1*08 
add weighed 460 carats after being 
cut and polished. 
The find in the paddy field has 
caused a sensation in Colombo and 
h ts attracted many visitors to the 
place where sapphires are still be­ 
ing taken out, the yield being prac­ 
tically unlimited.

Havens, former international presi­ 
dent of Rotary, told his fellow mem­ 
bers from all over the world of the 
progress that had been made with 
the Rotary idea of unselfish service 
in business. 
Reports were present- 
ed from England, New' Zealand, ja p ­ 
an Cuba and other sections of the 
world. 
In England business ethics 
formed the basis of a course o f lec­ 
tures at one of its great universit­ 
ies and in this country members of 
the faculties of both Harvard and 
^ ale have interested themselves in 
the matter. 
High schools in different sections 
of the country have encouraged stu­ 
dents to adopt codes of ethics and 
a study of business practices, the 
convention was told. 
This is “Tho Rotary Idea” day at 
the convention and the entire pro­ 
gram is designed to show' the pro­ 
gress that has been made in devel­ 
oping ethical practices in the busi­ 
ness and professional world.

All clubs 
are put on tile same footing as 
public bouses. 
The most, controversial of the op­ 
posed I eforms is that which com­ 
pels the sale of drink to be carried 
on separately from the sale of other 
articles. It is a universal practice 
in Ireland to have sbopj? which sell

clothes and 
harware. Under th j terms of the. 
government bill th*, drink traffics 
and tho publicans other business, 
must ne conducted in separate com l 
aprtments, each in a special portion ' 
of the promises with a separate en­ 
trance. This is vigorously opposed 
by the licensed trade, which de­ 
clares that, the necessary reconstruc­ 
tion of premises would cost the 
trade over $20,000,000.
